A police officer may not conduct a suspicionless and warrantless search of a car if the
driver has a reasonable expectation of privacy in the car-i.e., an expectation of privacy that
society accepts as reasonable. Does a driver have a reasonable expectation of privacy in a
rental car when he has the renter's permission to drive the car but is not listed as an authorized
driver on the rental agreement?
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
